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County Training Program Saves 
$13.7 Million in Welfare Funds
Program resulted In a net 
savings to taxpayers of $13. 
745.244 between December. 
1M5, and November, 1966. 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
said today.

Hahn was responsible for 
Initiating and expanding the 
program after launching a 
pilot project early in 19651 
and using welfare, recipients 
to dean the walls and halls of 
County General Hospital.

A total of 11.490 adult re­ 
cipients and 35,619 children 
were taken off the welfare 
rods as a direct result of the 
program, which trains recipi­ 
ents In various types of work; 
and help* them secure per­ 
manent employment.

THE CHILDREN were re­ 
moved became their parents 
were able to secure work.

In addition, 3,099 adult re­ 
cipients were removed from 
the welfare rolls because they 
refused to participate in com­ 
munity work and training or 
refused jobs after completing 
their training.

Hahn pointed out that the 
savings to the taxpayers were 
noted at three levels: federal
  $5,185,179; state   15.- 
574,638; and county 12,986, 
427.

LATE LAST YEAR, the fed
eral government curtailed
 nti-poverty funds for Inci­ 
dental expenses such as car 
fare for persons being trained 
in the successful county pro­ 
gram.

Hahn called this action 
"shortsighted and foolish." At 
that time, a total of 7,690 
were receiving training, but 
because of the cutback only 
2,509 are currently taking 
part.

He has urgently requested

Governor Reagan to sign As­ 
sembly Bill 449 to provide the 
additional training expenses 
"so desperately needed to re­ 
store the community work 
and training program to its 
high level." The bill was ap­

proved Aug. 3 by the S t a t e 
Legislature. 

"Only by creating Jobs, and 
training people for them, can 
pride be restored in the fam­ 
ily and the real problems of 
poverty be met." Hahn said.

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture reports that farm 
prices today are lower than 
they were 20 years ago, but 
the cost of what the farmer 
has to pay has gone up 85 per 
cent.

A record budget of $663.5 
million has been adopted by 
the Los Angeles City Board 
of Education for the 1967-68 
year.
